New York. Jam. 14.—Receipt of 
fll.OOO.eOd in paid bullion from 
France in the last week is Inter¬ 
preted in banking circles here as 
an indication France ia about to 
return to the gold standard, says 
The New York Times. 

Should this be true, it woutd be 
one of the boldest financial strokes 
accomplished by any nation since 
the World War. By building up a 
gold reserve in the United States 
of sufficient slse to protect her¬ 
self in this market, France would 
have accomplished the seemingly 
Impossible in financial rehabili¬ 
tation.

Mr. E. J. Chambers, president of the Associated 
Growers of British Columbia, who has just returned 
from Great Britain, thanks Mr. Woodward for his 
interest in the marketing of fruit from this Province; 
but informs him that there are many available cold 
storage plants at practically every British port that 
could be utilized by Bgitish Columbia apple exporters 
if the necessary arrangements were made. 

"In the circumstances.” Mr. Chambers points 
out. "I hardly think il would be advisable to spend 
any of our money for such a purpose." As for selling 
British Columbia House, he proceeds, "in my opinion 
that w ea ld be poor business, as it is a splendid ad¬ 
vertisement for British Columbia." ; 

Nobody doubts Mr. Woodward’s good inten¬ 
tions: but if he had made a few inquiries about the 
facilities at present existing in Great Britain for stor¬ 
ing fruit from the Dominions, he would not have 
shown such a woeful lack of knowledge in regard to 
a matter which is of considerable importance to Brit¬ 
ish Columbia fruit growers. 

We do not know whether Mr. Woodward has 
•pent any time in British Columbia House, whether 
he has taken the trouble to learn the nature of'the busi¬ 
ness which is transacted there: but if he has not. we 
Would recommend to him that on his next European 
trip he make it his business to watch the staff in ac¬ 
tion for a day. His eyes would be opened.

The British Foreign Office memorandum dealing 
with the Chinese problem emphasises more strongly 
than ever Britain’s conciliatory and friendly attitude 
towards the far eastern republic. Summarised, the 
main proposals are: No foreign control on an un¬ 
willing country; revision of existing (reallea; Imtne* 
dtste levy of .the Washington surtaxes for the benefit 
of China, and amendment of the extra-territorial 
system. Britain further holds the view that "any fail¬ 
ure to meet this (nationalist) movement with sympa¬ 
thy and understanding" will be contrary to common 
sense and the desire of the Powers,' that China’s right 
to tariff autonomy be frankly acknowledged, and that 
the powers "should expressly disclaim sny Intention 
of forcing foreign control on an unwilling China.” 

The one condition laid down Is that th# Chlntss 
constitute a government "with powers to negotiate.’* 
This Is a necessary safeguard and should Inspire 
China with a keener determination to rid itself of 
disruptive elements and concentrate on the creation 
of a genuinely representative central authority. It Is 
n matter of deep satisfaction that Washington ex¬ 
presses wholehearted Ignited Htates accord with Brit¬ 
ain in this matter • The United States has all along 
displayed an eagerness to conciliate China. The 
united effort of the two great powers should bring 
about epochal results. .

“Thera-is ns such thing ee 
over-production of apples in 
Canada," stated Mr. Abriel. "The 
United States last year reached 
103 foreign markets. We only 
reached eighteen. There is no 
reagen why, if we had proper 
distribution, wa should net reaeh 
at least fifty markets. There has 
been a falling-off in consumption 
df apples in Canada. We should 
keep our fruit before the people, 
and I think 1c a package should 
be set aside for advertising." 

E. J. Chambers, president and gen¬ 
eral manager of the Associated 
Growers, stated that last season saw 
one of the largest apple crops in 
British Columbia history harvested, 
but the returns to the growers were 
lamentable. The only solution for 
such a situation would be found in 
some form of control of the marketing 
of British Columbia fruits, and the 
fruit men were now asking the Legu- 
lure to draft and pass ouch legisla¬ 
tion. based on the Andlng of the Ke¬ 
lowna conference. 

UNDESIRABLE VARIETIES 
While It was quite true that there 
was not an over-production of ap¬ 
ples in Canada there had been 'an 
over-production of undesirable var¬ 
ieties. he said. The committee of 
control should have very strong 
powers. It might be advisable te 
limit the varieties that could be 
grown, he said. 

In answer to a question he stated 
that the failure of the last season 
had been due to two things. One 
was that there had been big produc¬ 
tion all over the continent, and the 
other that there had been dissensions 
wtthin the industry as to the pri¬ 
mary market—the prairie.
